Ohio Has Draft 
System Ready 


Inductions In Sixty 
Days If Necessary 


COLUMBUS, June 30—(APX— 
Ohio is ready at any time to be­ 
gin the full-scale induction of 
men into the armed forces within 
60 day s. 
This was the estimate today of 
Col. Carl G. Wahl, chief of the 
manpower section of the Ohio Se­ 
lective Service sy stem. 
The favorite greeting between 
World War II veterans in these 
day s of Korean crisis seems to be: 
“Hi, bud! Got y our rifle shined 
up y et?” 
But, should the Korean crisis 
develop into a national emerg­ 
ency , most veterans of World 
War II would be ex empt from 
service under present laws. 
Ex emption is provided if: 
The veteran has 90 day s’ service 
between Dec. 7, 1940, and June 
24, 1948, or 
The 
veteran 
has completed 
three y ears’ service after June 24, 
1948. 
The Ohio Selective Service sy s­ 
tem has inducted no one since 
January , 1949. 
The 
37th 
(Ohio • National 
Guard) division can be called in­ 
to active service as a unit at any 
time the President or Congress 
declares a national emergency . 
And if war should come? Col. 
Wahl believes manpower would 
be called to the colors this way : 
1. National Guard and reserv­ 
ists. 
2. The first draftees—probably 
within two or three weeks. 
3. 
Draftees in large numbers 
—within 60 day s. 


Rent Control Law 
Effective Saturday 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
30 — 
(AP)—The new rent control law 
goes into effect tonight at mid­ 
night, and the federal rent chief 
plans some changes in regula­ 
tions. 
Without giving details, housing 
ex pediter Tighe Woods: 
Told landlords he wants to 
“correct flaws” in the rules de­ 
signed to assure them a fair net 
operating income. 
Assured tenants that he plans 
to “tighten compliance activities” 
to prevent violation of federal 
curbs. 
Under the newly ex tended con­ 
trols, major provisions of the ex ­ 
isting act are continued until 
December 31, 1950. Those local­ 
ities which want to keep controls 
until June 30, 1951 can do so. 


Sales Tax Receipts 
For Year Lagging 
COLUMBUS, June 30 — Sales 
tax collections as the fiscal y ear 
neared an end showed a lag of a- 
bout 2 million dollars behind to­ 
tal receipts of last y ear. 
Collections for the week ended 
June 17 urere $ 2,938,657 
— up a- 
bout half a million dollars over re­ 
ceipts in the corresponding week 
of 1949. 
Although a four million dollar 
deficit piled up last fall had been 
halved, total collecton for the 
y ear stood at $ 119,578,029 as a- 
gainst $ 121,280,186 to this time 
last y ear.

ABC On The Draft 
The Dawn Comes Up Like Thunder 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON 
This 
is 
an ABC 
o n 
the 
new 
draft 
act—the 
Selective 
Service Act — which 
Co ngress 
o kayed this 
week. 
President 
Truman will sign it into law. 
It will remain law until July 9, 
1951. It is the same draft law 
which has been in effect since 
194&, except fo r 
a 
co uple 
o f 
changes, o nly o ne o f which need 
be mentio ned here. The new law 
means: 
L Every yo uth must register 
with his lo cal draft bo ard, o r a 
place designated by it, within five 
days after reaching his 18th birth­ 
day. But he can’t be drafted un­ 
til he’s 19. 
2. Every yo uth between 19 and 
26—all between tho se ages must 
be registered—can be drafted in­ 
to the armed fo rces fo r 21 mo nths’ 
service, unless deferred o r ex­ 
empted fo r o ne reaso n o r an­ 
o ther. 
Actually, altho ugh this draft 
law’ has been o n the bo o ks since 
1948, no o ne has been drafted in 
the past 18 mo nths. Why? Be­ 
cause eno ugh yo uths have vo lun­ 
tarily enlisted to make drafting 
o thers unnecessary. Enlistments 
are running abo ut 34,000 a mo nth. 
So me will be exempted fro m 
the draft because they are: 
1. Ministers and students study­ 
ing fo r the ministry.. 
2. 
Physically, 
mentally and 
mo rally unfit 
3. Aliens who have no t de­ 
clared .themselves interested in 
beco ming citizens. 
4. State go verno rs o r o thers 
elected by the peo ple o f an en­ 
tire state; members o f Co pgress 
and state legislatures; state and 
federal judges.. 
5. So le surviving so ns o f fam­ 
ilies which lo st o ne o r mo re mem­ 
bers due to service in the armed 
fo rces.. 
6. Co nscientio us o bjecto rs who 
say, because o f their religio us 
beliefs, they can’t perfo rm any 
kind o f military service, co mbat 
o r no n-co mbat They will have 


to pro ve this to the draft bo ard’s 
satisfactio n. 
7. Yo uths no w in the armed 
fo rces. Since they’re already in 
military service, they- can’t very 
well be drafted fo r military serv­ 
ice. 
8. War veterans who served in 
the armed fo rces at least 90 days 
between Dec. 7, 1941 and Sept 
12, 1945. 
9. Service veterans who served 
12 mo nths between Sept. 16, 1940 
and June 24, 1948, when this 
draft law first went into effect 
In additio n, anyo ne reaching 
26 is exempt fro m the draft 
since o nly tho se under 26 can 
be drafted under the law. 
There are o ther yo uths who 
can get deferment fro m induc­ 
tio n into the armed fo rces fo r 
vario us reaso ns: 
Under the law an exempt per­ 
so n can’t be drafted. But a de­ 
ferred perso n is o ne who is kept 
o ut o f the draft o nly fo r the per­ 
io d o f such deferment. 
Deferments will include: 
Co nscientio us o bjecto rs who se 
co nscience wo n’t let them fight 
altho ugh they’re willing to do 
no n-co mbatant duty in the armed 
fo rces. 
Yo uths who are in impo rtant 
farm wo rk o r so me o ccupatio n 
co nsidered necessary to the na­ 
tio nal health, safety o r interest 
and can’t be replaced. 
Yo uths living with a wife and 
child; o r yo uths who se drafting 
wo uld mean a real hardship fo r 
so meo ne dependent upo n them. 
Members o f a reserve o utfit, 
like the Natio nal Guard o r the 
o fficers’ reserve. But — and this 
was the o nly impo rtant change 
made by the new law—the Pres­ 
ident can call them into active 
service anytime he thinks they’re 
needed. 
C611ege students in advanced 
co urses in the reserve o fficers 
training co rps. 
The bo ards will defer a yo uth 
in high scho o l o r co llege until he 
nas co mpleted a year o f scho o l in 
the year in which he o therwise 
wo uld have been drafted.

Haying Crop Hurt 
By Damp Weather 


r m u r r PROSPECTS this year 
" look 
good, 
district farmers 
hav e told Jim Fitzsimmons, man­ 
ager of the Salona Supply Co., W. 
Pershing st. The berry crop also 
is considered to be “v ery good. ’ 
Reports 
hav e 
reached 
Mr. 
Fitzsimmons that army worms 
are now attacking not only corn 
but barley which is in the ripen­ 
ing stage. They hav e been pur­ 
chasing toxaphene to kill the in­ 
sects, he said. 
Although it was feared that the ] 
flash storm last Saturday may 
hav e 
damaged 
crops, 
reports 
were receiv ed that loss was only 
slight. Elkton and v icinity were 
believ ed to be the only areas hard 
hit by the storm. The community 
was under a foot of water for 
about a day. 
Mr. Fitzsimmons said farmers 
think the 
May 8 frost, 
which 
caused quite a scare to growers 
in this area, has done little dam­ 
age. Only the haying crop seems 
to hav e been affected to any ex­ 
tent in this v icinity due to the 
damp weather which has short­ 
ened the 
growing 
season, the 
manager was told. 
He said large farm machinery 
is not being bought in such quan­ 
tities as it has been in the last few 
years. 
The reason, he claimed, 
was farmers are not able to af­ 
ford it 
because of the drop in 
prices of their commodities. 
Dairymen hav e been buying 
sterilizing equipment to som.e ex­ 
tent to comply with sanitation 
orders of inspectors. With the ad­ 
v ent of hot weather, milk cooler 
and 
spraying 
equipment pur­ 
chases hav e also shown increases, 
he added.

ALL SEEMS to be well with 
'corn in the Salem area. Fears of 
damage due to heav y rainr are not 
substantiated and, while only a 
few days remain before measur­ 
ing day the crop looks like it will 
be “knee high by Fourth of July.” 


IF YOU WANT to make good 
grass silage, here are four tips 
from Earl Jones, extension agro­ 
nomist: 
1. Start with a good crop, for it 
is impossible to make good grass 
; silage from a poor crop. 
2. Cut at the right stage. This 
means making most silage when 
the meadow crop is just coming 
into bloom. 
Cut alfalfa at the 
I first bloom; red clov er when the 
first bloom is turning, and tim- 
i othy when 50 percent of the 
heads are showing. 
3. Get crop into the silo at the 
proper moisture content. To judge 
moisture content, squeeze a hand­ 
ful of chopped grass in your 


hand.- If juice runs out, it is too 
wet. If it falls apart it is too dry. 
4. 
Use 
preserv ativ es. 
These 
preserv ativ es, such as ear corn or 
molasses, are conditioners, mak­ 
ing better tasting and smelling 
silage. If hay is on the wet side, 
ear corn is best; if dry, molasses 
is preferred. 
Use 60 pounds of 
molasses or 100 to 1.20 pounds of 
ear corn per ton.
